SPIRITED DEFENCE. 


Allegations’ ‘against The 
Admiral. 


The concluding. stages of the 
enquiry into the wreck of HLMS. 
Petersfield, took place on H.M.S. 
Tamar yesterday. Commander 
’ y Lang, who was 
tried by court-martial, addressed 
the Court in his own defence, 
end referred to the delicate and 
desperately distasteful task of 
cross-examining the Comman- 
der-in-Chief.- 

As the cross-examination re- 
vealed, the C.in-C., it was 
alleyed, interfered — on three 
ocensions — firstly, when he (ac- 
cused) was obtaining the — fix 
near Tung Yung Island; second- 
ly, when he was altering the 
course; and, thirdly, when he 
told the Navigating Officer to 
stop at 3 am, instead of 2 a.m. 

There were also two other oc- 
casions, he alleged, on one of 
which the C.in-C. told him he 
was there to obey orders and not 
to do what he wanted. 


Prudence and Safety. 


Continuing, Commander Lang 
said that he was accused of fail- 


dence and safety, but he submit- 
ted to the Court that” no one 
could do more than he did. He 
had tried to adopt every measure 
of safety, but could not, do so 
hecause he was not ordered to. 
That was his defence. The Com- 


mander-in-Chief had admitted 
that he took commund of.the 
ship after she had struck, but he 
(Commander Lang) was not 
aware of it and was never told 
by, him. The only possible ex- 
planation to be assumed = was 
that he took over command when 
he pave orders. 

Article 26 of the King's Re- 
gulations, referring to the res- 
nensthifity. of the Pla and Sen- 
ior Officers, states that the flay 
senior oticer is responsible. for 
the stfe conduct of the fleet, 
squadron of ships, or ship pre- 
sent with him and acting in con- 
cert under his orders. 


Flag Officer Responsible, 

The orders clearly stated “the 
ship present with him” not him 
present with the flagship.

Commadity Prices In Hong Kong. 

Since the dollur has appreelated 
in value, many people are yrum- 
bling at the prices they have to pay 
for thefr requirements. They ¢x- 
pect to see prices, drop in proper- 
tion to the rise of silver, Accusn- 
tions of every sort have been level- 
led at shop keepers and agents. 
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’ To ascqrtain: whether the public 
hos a just complaint or not, 1 per- 
nonally investigated the matter, and 
the concluslon I have come -to is 
that prices will remain about tho 
samo for at -least © anothor 
six - months, . In . ‘one store, 
I find that thero is a 
stock of provisions to last at least 
fivo months. Theeo goods. were 
bought and paid for when the dollar 
stood at 115d. ‘In another shop 
there Is a stock of tollet goods which 
will at least take seven months to 
clear. These were bought when 
exchange was hovering around a 
‘shilling. , 

1 looked up the invoices of no 
fewer than fifteen atores and also 
their stock books, and I am forced 
to thd conclusion that these people 
can not reduce thelr prices until 
their present atocks are sold out and 
the arrival of new goods indented 
for when the dollar- was at 1/4. 

[This defence is too thin! As 
soon as the dollar slumped, retailers 
ralsed their prices on goods in atock 
for eeveral months. Retallera 
cannot have it both ways all the 
time!—Ed.) :

November fa probably tho best 
month In the year in which to ellmb 
our local mountains, -It is neither 
too hot nor tvo cold, and both tho 
water in the mountaln-streams and 
wirm enough to 
-make bathing ,enjoyable and yet 
cold enough to refresh the walker 
after his exertions. Lan-t'au Poak 
iy usually éllmbed either from Tung- 
Chung on the north olde, or 
from Tal-O on tho west, but on 
Saturday, November 21, a party of 
us daeided to approach it from the 
south. 

By sea past Cheung Chau island 
to the large sandy bay ,occupying 
more than a third of the southern 
side of the island. We anchored . 
almost due north of Rocky Islet ij 
the centre of the bay slightly to the 
enst of a valley descending from) 
the pass betwoen Lau-t'au’s second 
peak of 2,800 fect and the main 
peak of 3,006 feet, Here a division 
was made Into two partica—the 
more and the less enorgetic, respec- 
tively, A small path runs up this 
valley to the top of the pass and 
descends to Tung Chung on tho 
north.

T han been‘truly anid that edu- 

cation is the backbone of every 
civilised country. The evolution 
of this splendid system of train- 
ing the moral and Intellectual 
faculties of mankind has been the 
result of-a long precess of deve- 
lopment, extending over many cen- 
turies, and the thanks of the 
world are due to the Greeks and 
Romans. :

In presenting this, article to your 
renders, 1 have first of alt to 
thank Mr. G. P. de Martin, — tho 
present Director ‘of Mducation, for 
the kind assistance he has given 
me. All available datu was plac- 
ed at my disposal, and I can only 
hope that my pen is worthy of 
the great privilege accorded me. 

' Pioneers of Education. 

The Istand of Hong Kong, as we 
all know, was ceded to Great ‘Bri- 
tain in 1841. From the first day 
of its cession Hong Kong could

ter was Dr. Stewart, who was also 
Inspector of Schools to the Board. 

Legge’s Revolution Completed. 

With the abolition of the Board 
of Education in 1865, Dr. Leggo’s 
revolution was completed. ‘The 
Education Department waa now no 
longer under the direction of the 
Bishop of Victoria, “It became a 
civil department under the Inspec- 
tor of Schoola who was in turn 
directly responsible to the .Gov- 
ernment, 

For four years nothing of im- 
portunce took place in the educa- 
tional history of the Colony, and: 
in 1870 the Diocesan School and 
Orphanage for Boys came into 
existence. It at once became 
popular with the sons of. Eurasian 
familles, as it still fs wt the pre- 
sent day. 

Catholle Advance. 

Leaving the Government and 
Protestant . missionary schools 
aside for the moment, we find that 
the Roman Catholic bodics have 
also been making rapid strides in 
the educational ficld. The Catho- 
lic Bishop then was Monseignor 
Raimondi. He was a keen educa- 
tlonalist, and under his influence 
the Catholic schools had by 1871 
increased . to thirteen in number 
with ever 600 pupils, half of whom 
were yirls, The West Point Re- 
formatory was one of 
‘schools. At this perfod, it will be 
‘interesting to note, the Protest- 
ant missionary schools could show 
an attendance of only 100° chil- 
dren. 

The reason: probably 
during all these years and till 
1871 no financlal support of any 
importance was given to Misslon- 
ary Schools. Apparently — they 
charged no fees;.and thus Honig 
Kong was In thid happy position 
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that a very large part of its edu- 
cational responsibilities was borne 

by charitably disposed persons,

tinually missed by a reluctance on

Many hands are thrown Sn which 
would yield game If fourth-hand 
chose to bid, but it scems to be re- 
garded aos a crime to risk a bid in 
this position on any hand less than 
a certainty because the opponents 
may start bidding and get into o 
game call. 

The reason for this is not far to 
neck, Those hands in which tho 
opponents moke gnome ofter a 
fourth-hand bid are seen and noted 
and tho unfortunate fourth-hand 
bidder {s often criticised. In those 
eases where fourth-hand throws in, 
tho hands are never scen and conse- 
quently the missed games pass un- 
noticed. It would be another mat- 
ter if after four passes all. hands 
had to be exposed and examined! 

lam sure that often far too much 
pusillanimity is , displayed = by 
fourth-hand bidders. The text- 
books {n. some mensure are to 
binme, as 1 think there is a ten- 
deney to Jay down an inflexible 
standard of quick-trick strength 
without which the fourth-hand 


had 4 Stfon§! pidder should not open, and the 
tyisk of preacnting a game to the 


opponents is exnggerated. It is 
true that at times this will happen, 
but what about the games missed 
by throwing in? To parody the 
well-known lines of ‘Tennyson: 
“is better to have bid and lost 
than never to have bid at all.”

The thoughts behind the Service 
were primarily, Remembrance, and 
then Thankagiving and Dedisation, 
Tt was most impressive and touch- 
ing, many in the hall being moved 
to tears, 

Misss Davies was appointed by 
the London Misslonury Society to 
Hong Kong in 1888 and she arrived 

‘about Christmas of that year. 
Apart from short absences on. fur- 
lough Miss Davies spent 42 years tn 
educational work, Her life may 
be described as a- life apent freely 
for the education ‘of Chinese girls. 

A moment's thought will show 
that she began her work in’ those 
early days when, it waa not the 
uaual practice of Chinese residents 
to send their daughters to schools. 

‘With, characterfatle self-discipline 
Miss Davies prepared her self for 
this work and os soon os her know- 
ledge of the spoken language of 
Kwangtung allowed, she undertoon 
the superintendence of several small 
Girly’ Day Schools. It was not 
long before she began a boarding 
school in one of the L.M.S. chapels, 
Eleven years after her arrival she 
moved the Girls’ Boarding School 
to a new bullding in Bonham Road 
for which she raised the necessary 
funds and superintended tho build- 
Ing. 

From then onward during her 
long residence . Miss Davies gave 
herself to the one alm and purpose 
of building up this school. In 
1929 nm now achool building was 


erected on an adjoining site at al 


cost of over $100,000, to which tho 
Government contributed $60,000.

An Old House.
